Halifax Takes 
Another Shock 


Haven’t much to say ....

The city of Halifax has suffered 
more greatly than any c ty of Can¬ 
ada from developments incidental 
to war. In the first war it was 
rocked under explosions. It was 
the victim of a looting riot a few 
months ago, and on' July 18 the 
city was shaken with a series of 
e> p!osi- ns from a munit ons depot 
at Bedford* Besin. Thousands of 
pi ople were evacuated from their 
homes, and when they returned tt 
was mostly to windowless houses. 
There were a number of casualties 
but fewer people were injured than 
v. as anticipated. First explosions 
occurred when ammunit’on stored 
<vrr-s. navy jettv blew up, and when 
the file reached some of the maga¬ 
zines later explosions resulted. 
The main magazine said to contain 
go.000 depth charges escaped. This 
great magazine covers a largo ar. 
»a of Bedford Basin, and most of 
the buildings housin'* explosives 
a o surrounded by great mounds 
of earth.' There is little popula¬ 
tion within a mile or two, and Hal¬ 
ifax is about four miles away. The 
d image was mainlyt to the north¬ 
ern part of Halifax^, from which 
thousands, of people were evacuat¬ 
ed. Store owners t' e following 
morning took up the task of clean¬ 
ing up broken glass. 

The exp’osion was felt at St. 
Johns, N.B., T25 miles away. The 
entire population of Dartmouth, 
1.7,000 people, were evacuated. It 
was the north end of Halifax which 
suffered most in the explosion of 
the first war. 

It was said that the results in 
the harbor were worse than a nav¬ 
al bttle.
